It confirtis the | 
reports piven in this paper, and generally believed here, ; 


that the neptciation is incumbered with many diffi. 
culties ; and we have reafon to believe that they prin- 
cipally régard our ceffions in the Walt Indies, which it 


was always forefeen would be a bone of contention. : 


The French are underftood to have guaranteed the 
reflitution of thefe fettlements to the Butavian Repub- 
lic, becaufe they would in fad be throWing their poli- 
tical importance inte the hands of France. ‘The let- 
ters from Holland mentron the Cape of Good Hope'to 
be the principal grouad of contention, tho’ we are per- 
fuaded that the [Mand of Ceylon is confidered of far 
greater importance. But we do not think that any cor- 
rect opimion of the refult can be formed from any thing 
that has yet paffed on the fubject. As we have already 
obferved, it is the fyitem for every negociation for both 
parties to make the beft appearance of their own ftrength 
and importance ; our miniftry are willing to give up all 


the conguefts made from France, in order to procure: 


peace ; andit is faid, ‘that France has, in the 1ft in- 
itance, demanded the reftitution of évery thing taken) 
from herfelf, as well as her prefent allies. We think 
fhe will reldx in her demands. But after all, fuch is: 
the importance of events now paffing on the theatre of 
Republican France, the iffue of which no human fore- 
fight can determine, that much muft depend on the 
chapter of accidents ; tho’ it is unfortunate there was 
fuch a chapter in the hiftory of the war. 

‘The report continues to prevail in Germany, that the 
prince of Orange is to be indemnified for the lofs of 
the ftadtholderate by fome ecclefiaftical flate, to be fe- 
cularized in his favour. ‘This event we have long fince 
announced; though we have grounds to think, that not 
Liege, but another more important bifhoprick will fall 
to his flare. 

SUNDAY, Augutt 6. 

At three o’clock yefterday morning, an officer of the 
Ciice frigate arrived at the admiralty office, with an ac- 
count that the Dutch fleet had failed from the Texel 
on Sunday lat. An immediate communication was 
niade to the effice of the duke of York, from whence 
difpatches were Tent at eight o’clock to general Muf- 
grave, commanding in the neighbourhood of Newcattle ; 
to general Scott, commanding at Beverly, and the com- 
manders of other places. ‘Ihe feveral clerks of the 
admiralty were in attendance foon alter three o’clock, 
and early in the day the following letter was polted ‘at 
Lloyd's: “ 

; Circe, Yarmeuth, ath Aagurt: 

“ On Tuefday we found ourfelves clofe in ‘with the 
Texel, and were much furprifed to find that thete were 
not any fhips of force there. We {poke a fifhing boat, 
and wete informed that the enémy’s fquadron, with a 

confiterable numberof troops om board, had“failed ‘on 
Sunday. “Aditiral “Duncan, ‘on the ‘preceding “day, 
had weighed dnchor, and pat to fea. “This‘is all we 
could learn.” 

The ftrenoth of the’ Dutch is ‘tot aftertained : it js 
only kadwn that the “fleet confilts of ‘five thips of 76 
and F4 puns, eight’of 66 and 64, and ‘fix of §4 and 
44, befides frigates. ‘Phe lait account from ‘the Hague 
fiates, ‘that in addition to the nunierous troops embark- 
ed oo board four hundred trahfports, that each 74 ¢on- 
tained Soo foldiers, and {mailer fhips ‘ia~ proportion ; 
but perhaps to believe half what we hear, “would’be to 
believe thrice too mach.

Britain ever kdew—becaufe we citiceive the exifience 
of Ircland at iffte! We donot fear ah attack oa Bri- 
tain; the enettiy might plunder a few hamlets, when 
the gallant {pirit of a people, loyal, becanfe they are 
coraparatitely happy, would overwhelm the aMiilahts. 
Bat !relatd ! naked and famifhing, who fves, or thinks 
ihe fees, the crieléft of all oppreffors in hier kindred 
and abfent childttn, may be exbeéted to feize the fein- 
blance of relief. 

On the fubje& of the affairs of Ireland we have been 
uniform in our expreéflions, having ever fpdken from 
facts. Tt isa painful amd ongracious office to derail 
unpleafaatries ; but while duty, candour, ‘and indépen- 
dence demand the recital, we fhall not blufh in being 
the medium. Happy fhall we feel when circamftances 
jeftify a different language. 

Between eight and nine yefterday morning the firlt 
Lieutenant of the Circe arrived at the admirality with a 
confirmation of the preceding accounts ; from which 
time, to putting this paper to prefs, the further intelli- 
gence had been received. 

We yelterday received the Buffels papers to the 1ft. 
of Auguit: they contain intelligence from Vienna, 
of the 27th, being fome days later than brought by the 
Hamburg mail of Friday. Count Matrofki, general of 
artillery, has been appointed to the government of Dal- 
matia, and was immediately to depart for Zars. Gene- 
ral Wartenfleben has been fucceded to the government 
Tranfylvania: and general Alvinzy has been appointed 
tothe government of Hungary. 

A great part of the Hungarian mafs had quitted the 
environs of Kormund, asd advanced towards Udine. 
Thefe troops are to form a corps of referve on the right 
wing of the imperia! army. 

Great numbers of recruits continued to arrive at Vi- 
enna: the garrifon, barracks, &c. Were crowded, and 
feveral were quartered in the Fauxbourgs. 

General Moreau, it appears by letters from Straf- 
barg of the adult, was dn the eve of retutniog with 
his atmy to the interior part of France. A reut to- 
wards Italy was prefcribed to general Defaix.

A letter from Infpruck of the 12th inftant, ftates, 
that according to the laft accounts from Roveredo, ge- 
neral Laudon has taken poftat Riva. Being in want of 
provifions, he requefts general Buonaparte to fend him

{tance affords another f{triking proof of the fuccefs of the 
negociations at Montebello, and of the good underitand- 
ing which prevails between the two parties. 

We are iuformed by a letter from Vienna of reth 
inft. that a confiderable train of heavy ordnance has 
been fent to the confines of Bohemia, the inhabitants of 
which kingdom have given his imperial majeity another 
pledge of their loyalty and attachment, by declaring that 
in cafe of a war breaking out on the frontiers, they are 
ready to rife in’a mafs for the defence of the rights of 
their fovereign. 

A letter from Ratifbon of the 18th inft. advifes, that 
at the inftance of the elector of Cologne, as grand maf- 
ter of the Teutonic order,the aulic council has iffued the 
uftal mandate againit the king of’ Priifia, ‘as margrave 
of Anfpach, to reinfate the above order in the rights of 
fovere'gnty over the diftrics of Bilengén, Stopfenheim, 
&c. of which it had been defpoiled by thd Pruffians. 

It is oenerally underftood that the Swits-Cantons 
will refule the paffage ‘of the’ French troops’ through 
their territory. It is thought that the Valteline coun- 
try will be abandoned to ‘its fate.

YELLOW FEVER. 
“We are forry to inform our readers thet this diforder is 
foreading very faft in Southwark, and has crevt into 
feveral parts of the city. 

On Saturday laft, Capt. Tames Ewing died; alfo Mr 
Ruffel, tate clerk to Mr. Thomas Dobfon, and yefler 
day morning, Mr. Nathaniel Baraett, of north Third. 
ftreet, and Mr. George Dorman, of the Cuftom-houfe. 

A whele family, it is faid, died yefterday morniag. 
in a houfe near the corner of Vine and Front-ftreets: 

It is currently reported, that the fever rages on board 
the United States Frigate; that fome of the herds 
have died, and that, laft night, eleven others were down 
in the diforder. 

Mr. Peter Scravendyke, whom the morning papers 
affafinated, has juft called at this office and folemniy de- 
clared that he is alive. 

From the returns publifhed in the morning papers, it 
a’ pears, that berween Friday noon and ten o’clock on 
Sunday night, 68 perfons were buried in the feveral 
burying grounds of the city and fuburbs and the city 
hofpital. 

Of thefe, 12 were children, and of the other 56, 
about 17 or 18 died of various complaints ; fo that 
there remain about 38 perfons who died with the yel- 
low fever, during the two days and a half beginning 
on Friday noon, and ending on Sunday night.

BALTIMORE, Serr. 7. 

This morning, precifely at g o’clock, at the navy- 
yaid of major Stodder, the builder, was launched, the 
UNITED STATES FRIGATE, CONSTELLATION. 
"he novelty of the fcene, (fhe being the firit Irigate 
ever built at this port) drew forth an immenfe concourfe 
of citizens, of both fexes, and of all ages; and, not- 
withftanding the earlinefs of the hour, appointed for 
the launch,the number, we are warranted in faying, was 
never equalled on any occafion, in this place. ‘The fur- 
face of the Patapfco was covered with innumerable 
boats, and the adjacent hills eaft of Harris’s Creek, 
farmed with fpectators ; fo admirably too were the fitu- 
ations around, that every one had the pleafure of grati- 
fying his curofity, without rifking the leait accident. 

A number of Volunteers, in uniform, were admitted 
on board, while others were fet to guard the yard and 
permit no one to enter, unlefs cngaced in the bufinets 
of the day. The workmen, amounting to 200, being 
thus unobftruéed, carried on their work with fueh re- 
gularity and difpatch, as reflected the greateit credit 
both on themfelves and their able conductors.—Every 
order was communicated by a ruffle from the drum, 
and the operations of the men in wedging up the veffel 
&c. were apparently performed with as much exa‘tnefs 
and precifion, as the manual exercife by a regiment of 
veterans. 

The anxious moment how arrived—and now ce- 
{cription is beggared.—Every thing being in the mott 
complete preparation—all the blocks taken away, every 
man from under the veffel, and the hull ftanding on 
almoft nothing but the flippery tallow, orders were 
given for knocking away the laft ftaunchion. This 
being done, fhe moved gracefully and majeftically down 
her ways, amidft the filent amazement of thoufands of 
fpeétators, to her deftined element, into which fie 
plunged with fuch eafe and fafety, as to make the hills 
refound with reiterated burfts ofjoyful exclamations. Her 
plunge into the water was attended with fo little velocity 
that fhe came to anchor within 100 yards of the thore, 
and we can pronounce, from the authority of able and 
experienced judges, that no veffel was ever taken from 
the ftocks in a more fafe and judicious manner than 
the ConsTELLATION ; and that no man, on a fimilar 
occafion ever acquitted hrmfelf with more honor aad 
ability, than did Major Davin Stopper.

in number. ‘To apply this remark to the periodical 
publications of the day, it will be found, that thofe 
calculated to poifon the public mind do but here and 
there exift, though, in general, of luxuriant growth ; 
while thofe affording wholfome nutriment, abound 
throughout the United States. 

“Since the late war between this country and England, 
the good people of that nation feem to have entertained 
in opinion that the /iderties of the United States could 
not oe fupported without their friendly aid, in advan. 
cing our interes through the medium of the prefs. 

For this purpofe, deeming every fcullion among 
them, in the typographical line, too important to be fent 
to America, they raked the kennels of London to fur- 
nifh a reptile fuitable to their purpofes. They had 
heard the Americans were-a rude, barbarous people, fo 
they thought they could not oblige them better than hy 
{ending out a mean blackguard (one Cobbett, under the 
rame of Porcupine), the true agent of royalty, not 
refle€ting that America had already produced an ani- 
mal of the fame fpecies in her own gutter, who had 
lid a prior claim to his pretesfions, and who, having 
no charaéter to lofe, was capable of going any lengths 
in the line of corruption and deception. 

Ye Fennos, ye Porcupines, how have ye been fit- 
tened on the blood of this land! their fat, however, 
puts one in mind of the practice of fome butchers, who 
buy half rotten or emaciated beef, matton, pork, or 
vel, and, by means of a quill, fo blow and puff it up, 
as to appear to fome to be of the beft and moft fub- 
{tantial quality. 

Porcupine is well known to be a mere creature of 
Will Pitt’s, as well as nearly allied to the whinping-poft. 
The court of London had been informed, that newf- 
papers were a great thing in.thts countrys; that they 
had confiderable influence on popular opinion ; and that 
one in the hands of Porcupine might contribnte to 
work their favourite obje4 of enilaving America, and 


was accordingly fent over, and to the great henour 
of Philadelphia, has fixed his refidence in that place, 
and will probably there continue, till the yellow fever, 
or fome popular commotion configns him to his own 
lace. . 

John Fenno is a fiithful fervant in the caufe of an 
ariltocretic faction tn the United States, It is recol- 
lected that a clafs of American citizens grew fuddenly 
rich, about the year 1788, on the miferies of the A- 
merican foldiery. Such a momentary change, from 
mediocrity or poverty to fuperfluous wealth, awakened 
the {pirit of ariitocracy in a moment. Fenno was fent 
for frory Bofton, and eftablifhed in this city, under the 
aufpices of thethen Vice Prefident, with a newfpaper, 
publithed twice a week. This paper foon betrayed the 
purpofe of its eftablifhment, influencing in favour of 
kingly and defpotic government, an hereditary nobility, | 
indirect taxation, and the entire and total abafement of 
the people. In purfuit of this fcheme, his paper fome- 
times excited rifibility ; fuch as when he gave a very 
learned difcourfe on the propriety and neceflity of en- 
titling fenators’ wives, Right Honouralles; advertifing the 
births of the young nobility of this country with three 
or four long names, fuch as Henrietta Maria Amelia 
Skeges, Ge. Se. 

He afterwards removed to Philadelphia, where he 
has tong fuftained the whole weight of court favour as 
a printer, till of late a little divided with Porcupine, 
which, it is faid, has awakened fomething like jea- 
loufy. 

By the angry, abufive fyle in which they both write, 
it is eafy to fee that they find their political doétrines 
will not go down in this country, and that the people 
are awake, nipht and day, to a fenfe of their liberties.

{pitacy of kines for the partition of France ; and that 
it has been his invariable and undifguifed fentiment, 
that if their league is diffolved their antipathy remains ; 
and that however their prefent diftreffes may make 
them fue for peace, * the unconquerable will remains,” 
and they f2ek for peace only as the inftrument of war. 
We believe that this is the fentiment of the ex-bithop ; 
we believe that this ts his notion of the policy of courts 
in general, and of ours in particular, and his dorine is, 
that as it is impoflible to extinguih the will, they ought 
to fortify themlelves againit the power of the furround- 
ing courts. 

This is alfo the avowed opinion of Le Noir. He 
wrote a feries of effays to prove that France could on- 
ly be fafe againft a renewal of the machinations of kings 
by purfuing her prefent conqueft to their natural extent; 
aud he recommended the bourdary of the Rhine as the 
only fafe bulwark of France. That point may be con- 
fidered as at refi, but the principle which digtated the 
opinion has recommended the writer to office. 

Francis de Neufchateau long cherifhed in the bofom 
of retirement the enthufiaftic hope of an union of the 
free countries of England and France as the means of 
peace and happinefs to the world ; and we have heard 
him with all the paflion of poetry defcant on the blef- 
fings which thofe two powerful people had in their gitt 
to beftow on the nations around. Such was the reverie 
in “hich he indulged when he came forward to the Le- 
giflature, ’gi ; but fadly difappointed in that dream, we 
fear that his mind has received as flronga jealouly of 
crowned heaeis as the rett of his colleagues, and the po- 
litical perfecutions that have condemned in all the {ur- 
rounding: kingdoms fo many men to dungeons, to exile, 
or to death, of which fome of his own moft irtimate 
friends have been the victims, have confirmed him in 
the perfuafion that France has every thing hoftile, and 
nothing friendly to expect from other nations,

NEW YORK, SEPTEMBER, 15. 


The number of fhips infifted on by France to be re- 
inftated by England for their loffes at Toulon, amounts 
to no lefs than nineteen fail of the line, ten frigates, 
and ten floops of war. On the 2oth of July, 12 fail | 
of the line and 9 frigates were lying ready for fea at 
Breft, under failing orders, with three months provi- 
fions on board. The celebrated, and once wealthy 
bank of Venice had ftopped payment, in confequence 
of the revolutionary tranf2ftions which overturned the 
ancient Venitian government. The execution of the 
sritifh naval mutineers was fill poing on the beninning 
of Auguft, and to an extent, in the opinions ‘of many, 
beyond the bounds of prudence. A Hamburgh paper 
of July zgth, mentions, that the negociations at Lifle 
are likely to be tedious, great differences being created 
by the French infifting upon the Dutch poffeffions ip 
the Ealt Indies being reftored. We are even affured 
that the Fnglifh would rather pive up Gibraltar than 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

The new miniftry in France are faid to be all men 
of moderation and friends to pacification, and equally 
averfe to unqualified democracy and royalifm. 

by oficial papers laid before the Houfe of Com- 
mons, icappears, that from the commencement of the 
War to the 30th of September laft, 7530 British 
Soidiers died iv St. Domingo, and about four millions 
and a half of Britith money were expended on that 
iiland. 


Yeflerday afternoon Abraham Kipp, mafon, a good 
citizen and a valuable mechanic, fell from the feaffold- 
ing at the Branch Bank now building in Wall-ftrect, 
and wastaken updead.

Henry was, in every fenfe 
of the word, a beaft: a wretch, who invefted with 
kingly authority, made ufe of it to its greateft extent 
in that dark age, to the purpofes of cruelty and ty- 
ranny. What numbers did he confign to the pile of 
hurning faggots, merely for exercifing the liberty of 
opinion. It was dangerous for his domeitics to ask 
him a queftion about the ordinary affairs of his table 
or houfhold. An eternal gloom reigned upon his 
countenance, and all about him was fadnefs and ful- 
lennefs itfelf. Nothing implicates a greater fatyre 
on the chara&ter of women, than that a number of 
the faireft females of that age, fhould refign them- 
felves into the arms of this royal brute, actuated by 
zmbition. ‘The following lines, written by Henry, 
in the laft hours of his difaftrous reign, on a pane of 
glafs with a diamond, are ftill preferved :

One died in child-bed, and one me furvives.—

ny, could not make a good rhyme: wives and furvives 
are monotony itfelf.

| 2 Paris paper, reached here night before the lait. 1 He 


is lodged in the fubarb St. Germain, near the Hotel 
des Invalids, in a national houfe, which the Minitter 
for the Home Department has had fitted up for his re- 
ception. He arrived at Lyons, on the 13th Meffidor 
‘July 1) and the next day wascondaéted to the fine 
library of the Central School He appeared highly 
pleafed, and quitted it with regret. On Jeavitg the 
Library he repaired to the Phyfical Hall, where the 
Profeffer Mollet entertained him with fome eleétrical 
experiments. Of thefe the Interpreter had iome 
theoretical knowledge ; but the Ambaffador was greatly 
furprized, particularly when he faw his own name de- 
fcribed in an eleétrical blaze, and the hair of a young 
child ftand an end while they drew flafhes of fire from 
every part of his body. 

It was propofed to Effeid to fuftain a fhock, -but he 
declined it. When they attempted to explain to him 
the analogy between electricity and thunder, te feemed 
aftorifhed at the ignorance of the Europeans who did 
not attribute lightning to the breath of an angel, and the 
noife of thunder to the clapping of his wings. Effeid- 
Ali, greatly attached to his religion, adheres to its pre- 
cepts with a — exactnefs. In vifiting the Phar. 
macy of the hofpital, he laughed heartily at attempts 
to prolong the life of a man, all whofe moments, accor- 
ding to the dodtrine of predeftination, were already 
counted. After dinner, the troops of the Gartifon, 
and feveral young I.yonefe, preceded by cannon and 
military mufic, met and conducted him to his apartments. 
The ambaffador was firuck on his arrival with the great 
population of the town, and the beauty of its appearance. 
In the evening of the fame day, he received in his {a- 
Joon all the Ladies that appeared, and the met diitin- 
puifhed he made fit upon his fopha in fucceflion. He

, addrefled them in a few French words, particularly 


thefe of jolies and charmantes. The Jatt word he learned 
the fame evening : and in order to recolle& it the more 
perfe@ly, he had it repeated to him feveral times. 

He tupped very gaily ; and a drageon’sjhelmet he- 
ing placed on the head of a young man in the hall, 
he immediately ordered his interpreter to fay, “An 
army of fuch foldiers would conquer all Earope.’ 
This was an agreeable fally, and it is not the leaft 
fingularity of the times, that it 1sa Turk who revives 
in France that fpirit of gallantry, of which we for- 
merly gave leflons to all Eurepe. Effeid was the 
next day prefent at areview, and partook of a gala of 
twenty four covers, given at the Commune. The 
ufual healths were toafled, and finally that of ¢ the 
victorious Ottoman armies.” The interpreter was 
filent. Sometime after, in return for the, health of 
the ambaflador, he gave, ‘ the beautiful French wo- 
men.’ On the 5th, l:ffeid Ali paid a vifit to the 
three municipalities and the department, thanking 
them affectionately for their attention to him. The 
day ended witha concert aad artificial fireworks, at 
the Central School. The next day his leifure hours 
were filled up with viewing fome patterns Of the Ly- 
onefe manufacture, a ballec at the fecond theacre, and 
a fencing match. This day he wifhed to fee the 
Veterinary School. He has been conftantly attend- 
ed by Doricus, prefident of the department, and 
general Camul. His departure was fixed for the 
morning of the day before yefterday. ‘I shall tref- 
pafs upon fleep,” faid he, ‘* and travel dav and 
night, in order to reach Paris at the deflined time. 
By this means I fhall be able to remain two days long- 
er in acity whichI love, and which I can never for- 
get.” In truth, the zeal which the Lyonefe <dif- 
played in entertaining the ambaflidor, in illuminating 
the ilreets through which he nafied every Cay, toge- 
ther with the acclamations he received, fhould prove 
to the government that this unfortunate town could 
forget its miferies and its fufferings, in doing honour 
to the minifter of a friendly power, and by that 
means feconding the views and intereits of the fate. 





There has actually been a fkirmifh, fays a Charlefton 
paper, between the American troops ftationed at the 
Natchez, and the Spaniards; the Spaniards fired firft, 
and it was returned by the Americans ; feveral lives 
were loft: our information is, that the rupture was ac- 
commodated, and that the prefent profpects are more 
pacific. The Indians had likewife been urged on by 
the Spaniards, and one of their chiefs had requefted 
Spanifh aid. i
